1 . INTRODUCTION 

"Lotud" is the name that the people apply to themselves and to their language. 1 The 
language is also sometimes called "Tuaran Dusun", and the Lotud people are aware of 
their linguistic kinship, especially with other nearby Dusunic language groups. There are 
between 5,000 and 6,000 Lotud people scattered in various villages within a few 
kilometres of Tuaran, which is about 32 kilometres north of Kota Kinabalu, Sabah, 
Malaysia.
